SOME REALITIES, ABSTRACT AND OTHERWISE 


Any artist worth a plugged palette will tell you that a good 
abstraction is frequently invaluable in getting across a 
realistic concept. Although we are seldom tempted to as- 
sign a nonobjective painter to cover, say, a battle or a ball 
game, occasional abstractions nevertheless force them- 
selves upon us, sometimes with telling eff 

In Photographer Radford Bascome’s Rorschach Ballet 
(pp.18, 19), for example, real girls play the part of abstract 
ink blots. The result makes a fine quiz for the edification 
and self-diagnosis of our psychology-minded readers. And, 
lest the precocious art student think that abstract is ne 
essarily synonymous with modern, we refer him to our 
color pictures of a splendid pre-Columbian art collection 
(pp. 100-105) and particularly to the 90-year-old feather 
hat on page 105, which is more suggestive of the late Art- 
ist Paul Klee than the late King Atahualpa of the Incas. 

Finally, there is the bomb, It is strange but true that 


pictures of that frightening holocaust mushrooming up 
from the waters of the South Pacific (above and pp. 24-33) 
with the vaporized remains of Elugelab Island in its in- 
candeseent interior, truly seem to be abstract.

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ALL PLANS TO EVACUATE CITIES 
FACE STAGGERING DIFFICULTIES 


The device which vaporized Elugelab also obliterated all previous plans 
for U.S. civil defense, which were based on estimates of A-bomb damage. 
As fragmentary reports of the explosions arrived from the Pacific, state 
leaders asked the Civil Defense Administration in Washington what plan 
they should now follow to protect urban populations. Lacking informa- 
tion on the power and damage of the new bombs, CDA could not answer. 

Then a few details were announced. The 175-foot crater gouged out by 
the 5-megaton Ivy weapon indicated that underground shelters would be 
crushed over a wide area. The 15-megaton March 1 bomb produced total 
destruction four to five miles from ground zero, instead of the A-bomb’s 
one mile. Moderate damage extended 10 miles. The H-bomb could ruin 
any city and those considering plans are concentrating on evacuation. 

CDA has formulated a few principles of evacuation, shown applied to 
Washington, D.C. in the drawing at right. In the densely populated down- 
town area, traffic would be halted and people would walk outward to a 
loading perimeter, board assembled buses and streetcars to be carried out 
of town, People in residential and suburban areas could move outward 
on foot or in prearranged car pools, clearing the area for the passage of 
those coming from downtown, Following many routes, the population 
would gather at rallying points and receive aid from nearby town 

Though some cities have started to work out plans (below), the prob- 
lems of evacuation are so manifold that no major city in the U.S. will be 
prepared to move its people for at least a year. Before formulating plans, 
detailed urban studies will be necessary to answer the most basic ques- 
tions: If all available buses and streetcars were dispatched to the loading 
perimeter, could they handle the crowds? Are there enough ambulances 
to evacuate bedridden hospital patients? (Washington ambulances can 
accommodate 60, but there are normally 3,600 bedridden in city hospi- 
tals.) How many trains can the city’s railroads assemble and dispatch 
within two hours? There are a thousand other details to be assessed. Fun- 
damental to any planning is some assurance that there could be several 
hours’ warning. Some civil defense planners believe attack could come 
so suddenly that evacuation would only expose everyone to the blast. 

But far more serious than these problems is the prospect of panic. 
Evacuation would have to be carried out with military precision. Men’s 
natural desire to reach their families, or to pile them into cars and go, 
would have to be curbed or traffic would be snarled hopelessly. To achieve 
discipline an urban population would have to be drilled like an army.

AN AGENDA FOR THE HYDROGEN AGE 


‘The arrival of the hydrogen age means that 
the great questions raised by the Hiroshima 
bomb of 1945 must be threshed out all over 
again—not necessarily to the same result. 
Is it true, as Lewis Mumford claims, that 
“what seems like unlimited power has be- 
come impotence?” Is the strategy of retalia- 
tion as realistic as it seemed before March 1? 
Since they are virtually indefensible, should 
our great cities be abandoned? These arenew- 
ly legitimate subjects of argument and quite 
possibly matters of life and death for what 
Malenkov now calls “world civilization.” 

Americans have a lot of thinking to do 
about the hydrogen age, and will have for 
some time. A good place to begin is to think 
about what foreigners are thinking. The psy- 
chological tremors set up abroad by the 
March | test were almost all antagonistic to 
the U.S. The Japanese, who still fish near 
the enlarged Bikini danger zone, raise sharp 
questions about one of our own old causes, 
the freedom of the seas. Some West Ger- 
mans say the U.S. reminds them of “our 
‘old Kaiser. You say no and rattle not a saber 
but an H-bomb.” The British people are in 
a pre-Munich mood. Amid the clamor Nehru, 
with a four-point program for a “standstill” 
agreement on H-bomb experiments, sounds 
almost calm, 


The widespread demands that we call off 
the Bikini tests spring partly from the erro- 
neous belief that the scientists cannot con- 
trol them. They can, of course. The atom is 
not what Nehru likens it to, “the genie that 
came out of the bottle, ultimately swallow- 
ing man.” It is a morally neutral instru- 
ment of destruction, not an autonomous 
agent of doom, and the knowledge that re- 
leased it controls it still. If in panic we 
acclaim it the sole arbiter of life and civi- 
lization, we surrender the power of sound 
decision when we need sound decisions as 
never before. 

But not all foreign alarm is thoughtless 
by any means. A fortnight ago Sir Winston 
Churchill warned a hushed House of Com- 
mons of the “stupendous problems and per- 
ils comprised in ... atomic and hydrogen 
development. I only hope and trust that the 
nation and thinking people in it will not in 
any way underrate the overwhelming con- 
sequences. .. . They fill my mind out of all 
comparison with anything else.” When he 
said this his voice was breaking, and it was 
not from old age. His island is peculiarly 
vulnerable to the H-bomb. So therefore is 
his government. A week later this greatest 
spokesman of Anglo-American unity almost 
crumbled before a hail of questions from 
anti-American Laborites; he had to confess 
that he was powerless to influence U.S. 
atomic policy, that he was even forbidden 
important information about it by our laws. 

That is the most galling fact to all self- 
respecting Europeans: they are excluded 
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from the decisions to be made about the 
H-bomb, even though these decisions may 
mean their life or death. Anthony Eden, 
whose voice has been the coolest in Eng- 
land during the recent near-hysteria, was at 
pains last week to give Europe reasons why 
the H-bomb has not made obsolete all Eu- 
rope’s own efforts toward unity and strength. 
It was uphill work, for he is combatting not 
only human sloth and fear, but that fateful 
belief to which President Eisenhower direct- 
ed his U.N. speech in December: the belief 
that “two atomic colossi are doomed malev- 
olently to eye each other indefinitely across

a trembling world.” Every event that feeds 
this belief helps to demoralize and under- 
mine the Western alliance. 

It cannot be said that our worried friends 
have come up with any constructive plan 
for dealing with the new crisis. But neither 
have we. And the burden of proving that 
there is hope for civilization rests on us 
who have the power to destroy it. 

What can we do? First of all, keep cool— 
as cool as Anthony Eden, who reminded 
Englishmen that the bomb is a deterrent 
that lessens the chances of war as well as of 
aggression. Second, distinguish between the 
really “stupendous” problems, which will 
take time and much high-level effort, and 
those within our grasp today. 

The most stupendous problem is philo- 
sophical: can mankind pursue its familiar 
ways of thought and feeling in the face of 


potential mass massacre? Every people, per- 
haps especially Americans, will need to ar- 
gue out a public philosophy of adjustment 
to the constant presence of this vast memen- 
to mori, just as every individual has (or 
needs) a private one. 

Almost as stupendous is the political prob- 
lem. The oldest of all political questions, 
how to guard the custodians of power, has 
an altogether new dimension. The heart of 
the only trustworthy solution, first suggest- 
ed in the Baruch proposals of 1946, has 
been international inspection. Except in the 
unlikely event that a better solution is pro- 
posed, the U.S. will have to find a new way 
to frame and urge this solution, hoping 
against hope that the Soviet regime is also 
ready to adjust to the hydrogen age. 


But many not-so-stupendous problems 
also now have a new urgency. The informa- 
tion control section of the Atomic Energy 
Act has been scarcely amended since it was 
written in 1946 on the antique assumptions 
of a U.S. atomic monopoly. The President 
has asked for amendments which would en- 
able us to impart to our NATO friends a 
little more information about the use of 
atomic weapons. They should be passed at 
once, or there will be more and more scenes 
like the one that embarrassed Churchill. As 
to secrecy, there is also grave question 
whether the American people are allowed 
enough information to participate in the 
decisions of the hydrogen age. 

As for our announced policy of “mas- 
sive retaliation,” the H-bomb serves main- 
ly to emphasize one fact about it: necessary 
though it is, it cannot be more than tempo- 
rary. A world of two malevolent colossi is 
one in which none of this nation’s political 
ideals can make itself at home. It is not a 
world of law nor is it a world of pluralistic 
balance in which freedom can thrive. It is a 
desperate world of survival, which requires 
us to be steadfast, but it also requires us to 
be politically creative, so that this world 
can change. 

What kind of change? The H-bomb won’t 
tell us. We had better consult the same 
long hopes and bold dreams we had before 
it came. Americans have a considerable non- 
military agenda, both at home and abroad, 
for the improvement of the human lot. It 
includes the spread of economic freedom 
and the raising of real incomes throughout 
the free world, a start toward which was 
outlined in the Eisenhower economic mes- 
sage of last week. It includes making our 
farm policy rational and pacifying the Mid- 
dle East. It includes the spread of hospitals 
and schools, of roads and houses, of justice 
and law. The H-bomb, so far from interrupt- 
ing this agenda, ought to lend us sobriety 
and resolution in working at it. The avoid- 
ance of a hydrogen war is merely a precon- 
dition of civilized life, not a substitute.

ART RICHES 
OF THE ANDES 


U.S. gets first full look at the work 
of ancient South American artisans 


PHOTOGRAPHED FOR LIFE BY ANDREAS FEININGER 


When the Inca king, Atahualpa, and his courtiers met 
the Spanish explorer P n 1532, they were decked 
in such glittering ornaments th med one of 
Pizarro’s men, “they blazed like ” This was a 
dazzling introduction to the great art of the Incas, and 
the Spaniards responded to it by seizing all the gold 
and silver objects they could find and melting them 
down to ship back to Spain. But the native art was so 
abundant that vast treasure-troves still remained undis- 
covered until recent years when archeologists began to 
unearth the fabulous relics of ancient Andean cultures. 

‘The Incas, whose empire extended over the Andes 
mountains the length of half the continent, were the 
heirs of many earlier civilizations. At least 2,000 years 
before Christ, Andean natives were already molding 
pottery, carving monuments and weaving tapestries of 
intricate design. Working with primitive tools, they 
developed through the generations an art of blunt pow- 
er and high refinement, of striking realism and sophis: 
ticated abstraction. Most of their work was created for 
religious purposes, chiefly to honor the dead, whose 
bodies were swathed in finely woven mantles and whose 
graves were filled with pottery shaped like men and ani- 
mals and with gold fashioned into idols and jewelry. 

Recently New York’s Museum of Modern Art assem- 
bled 400 Andean objects for a cross-country exhibition, 
from which Lire here reproduc

giving North Americans their first rich view of the 
strange and stunning art of ancient South Americans.

She Sop Wines 


To perfect a list of the greatest imported wines and the finest domestic 
wines, the jury spent a full day tasting wines. They judged each wine 
by sniffing its bouquet, observing its color, sampling it. Then they 
wrote down their comments. Chateau Lafite, 1947, got the highest rat- 
ing, was called “very great,” “practically perfect.” Inglenook Caber- 
net, a red domestic wine, could not measure up to the Lafite but was 
called “earthy,” and “pleasant.” The California wine which the judges 
considered best of the lot was Krug Traminer, which was rated ‘'re- 
markable,” “surprisingly clean,” the “best California white wine.” 
Another California wine which fared well was Almaden Grenache 
Rosé. The jury commented on its fine color, fresh taste. The American 
wines were not rated as high as the great imported wines, but they cost 
so much less that they are judged better buys. In the $25 and $100 
wine cellars that follow many domestic wines are listed. The prices of 
American wines below are standard through most of the U.S. Prices of 
imported wines prevail in New York. They cost more in most cities.

After the tasting, the jury drew up a few simplified rules. A wine 
drinker should try enough different kinds of wine to discover what he 
likes. Then buy those wines no matter what “authorities” may say. 
After wine is delivered to the house, let it rest for a week. Jogging 
around is not good for wine. Chill white and rosé wine, Better brands 
of red wine should not be chilled, but chilling, according to some 
authorities, improves the taste of cheap red wine. To get to know wine, 
a drinker should pause after the first sip and concentrate on the 
taste. Try to analyze its characteristics. After doing this a few times 
an amateur will begin to understand both wine and his own taste.

$25 Wine Bella 


DRY SHERRY, one hottle. This is served before dinner like a cocktail, ch 
if preferred. Choose a good American brand such as Almaden, Beaulieu, Mar- 
tini, Widmer or a modestly priced dry sherry from a reputable Spanish firm 
such as Bobadilla, Domecq, Duff Gordon, Garvey, Gonzalez, Harvey, Sande- 
man, Williams & Humbert. 

CALIFORNIA RED WINE, one gallon. Buying by the gallon means lower cost 
per bottle. To prevent spoiling, decant into five bottles or 10 half bottl 
corking tightly. California's best red wines come from the north coast coun- 
ties: Napa, Sonoma, Santa Clara, Mendocino, Alameda, and are bottled at the 
winery. California Claret and Burgundy are often almost identical, although 
Burgundy usually has more body. 

CALIFORNIA WHITE WINE, one gallon. Decant as above, Good white wine in 
gallon size is more difficult to find than red. Look for a wine bottled and 
shipped by a north coast county winery. Almaden and Charles Krug are 
among those nationally distributed, American Chablis and American Saute 
unlike French Chablis and Sauterne, are sometimes impossible to tell apart. 
CHILEAN RIESLING, one hottle. Dry white wine at low cost. 

VIN ROSE, two bottles, All-purpose pink wine that goes with almost any food. 
Serve chilled. The pink wines of California are excellent, particularly those of 
Almaden, Beaulieu, Krug and Martini; or get a French rosé from Alsace, 
Anjou, Cotes du Rhone (the best is Tavel) or Provence, 

CHIANTI, one bottle. An economical all-purpose Italian red wine. Choose 
among such reliable shippers as Antinoi Martini & Rossi, 
Ruffino and Serristori. Very cheap Chianti is not recommended since it is 
generally not as good as ordinary red wine from California. 

CALIFORNIA CABERNET OR PINOT NOIR RED WINE, one bottle. Most of the 
good red Bordeaux is made from the Cabernet grape, just as the finer red Bur- 
gundy is produced from the Pinot Noir grape. These flourish best in northern 
California at the vineyards of Almaden, Beaulieu, Hallcrest, Inglenook, Krug, 
Martini, Masson and Ray. 

AMERICAN DRY WHITE WINE, one bottle. America’s best dry white wines 
generally hear the name of the grape variety such as Delaware, Pinot Blanc, 
Pinot Chardonnay, Rie auvignon Blanc, Semillon, 

the better growers of these wines are Almaden, Beaulieu, Buena V 
nook, Krug, Martini, Wente and, in New York State, Widmer. 
RED BORDEAUX (FRENCH) OF 1947, ‘49, '50 VINTAGE, one bottle. Look for 
wines named after districts such as Médoc, St. Emilion, Margaux, St. Julien, 
St. Estéphe or preferably a medium-priced chateau-bottled Claret hearing the 
words “Mis en Bouteilles au Chateau” which means bottled by the vineyard 
owner, Dependable chateaux include Beychevelle, Calon-Ségur, Gruaud La- 
rose, Lascombes, Léoville-Lascases, Palmer, Pichon Longueville. 

RED BURGUNDY (FRENCH), 1949, '50, '52, one bottle. Wines from many of the 
less famous vineyards of Burgundy are good and not too expensive. District 
names include Beaujolais, Cote de Beaune, Macon. For best wines look for an 
“estate bottling” with a phrase such as “Mise du Domaine” or “Proprictaire” 
next to the producer's name on the label. 

RHINE WINE (GERMAN) 1949, ‘50, ‘52, one bottle. Liebfraumilch is what 
the average American usually asks for when buying a German wine, The word 
connotes nothing, either as to quality or place of origin, so ask for wines 
that carry the name of a specific town and a specific vineyard such as Hoch- 
heimer (name of town) Daubhaus (name of vineyard) or Eltviller Sonnen- 
berg, Niersteiner Rehbach, Johannisherger Klaus or Rodesheim Schlossberg.

In addition, look for “Spiitlese” or “Auslese.” 

CHAMPAGNES, two bottles. One good American Champagne such as Almaden, 
Fournier, Gold Seal, Great Western, Korbel or Masson, and one imported, 
vintage or nonvintage, such as Bollinger, Clicquot, Charles Heidsieck, Heid- 
sieck Dry Monopole, Irroy, Krug, Lanson, Moet, Mumm's, Perrier Jouet, 
Piper Heidsieck, Pol Roger, Pommery, Roederer and Taittinger. Strangely, a 
Champagne that is labeled extra dry is actually less dry than one labeled brut.

NE day two years ago a man known to students of the New York 
Or Maritime College as Dr. Clifford Berry picked a copy of Lire 
tand and casually began leafing through it. This was 

Jan. 28, 1952 issue and on page 79 Berry found a story that caught 
his attention immediately and sharply. Titled “The Master Impostor: 
An Incredible Tale,” the story told how 30-year-old Ferdinand De- 
mara Jr., without having graduated from high school, had been, in a 
succession of masquerades, an instructor of psychology, a Trappist 
monk, a U.S. soldier, deputy sheriff, hospital orderly, biologist and 
surgeon with the Canadian navy in Korean waters. Professor Berry 
hought the magazine, read the article and reread it. “I thought about 
Demara’s case a long time,” he says. “I was very interested by it.” 
He had reason to be. He was himself well along in a career which 
was presently to be called “one of the strangest academic hoaxes in 
history.” Dr. Berry's real name was Marvin Harold Hewitt. Though, 
like Demara, he had not finished high school, he had taught relativ- 
ity, theoretical physics, electrical engineering and a host of other ab- 
struse courses with considerable success at seven different schools 
and universities. He had taught an eighth-grade class, briefly, using 
his own name but under false colors, had impersonated two actual 
doctors of philosophy in physics, one of them nationally known, and 
had masqueraded as a nonexistent research director. He had been 
unmasked twice, yet he went on to still another university, under still 
another physicist’s name and taught there for a year before being de- 
tected—this time becoming a national page-one news story. Reading 
of Demara’s career in 1952, Berry-Hewitt could smile, sympathetically 
but also condescendingly. His own career, the complete authenticated 
account of which is told here for the first time, is even more bizarre. 
It began in Philadelphia where he was born 32 years ago, the son of 

a jovial and hearty police sergeant named Samuel Hewitt. One day 
when he was 10 Marvin wandered into a public library and chanced 
on a big red book entitled Functions of a Complex Variable. Without 
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understanding it, he dimly sensed the stark beauty of its advanced 
mathematical cone epts. He returned to the library and other books on 
mathematics. After a while he began to understand them. He also be- 
gan buying books on mathematics, physics and electronics. In his 
early teens Marvin built up a sizable library (picture, p. 146). He had a 
younger brother and sister, but no one in the family could under- 
stand him. His father particularly was rebutted by the shy, solemn 
boy who preferred books to baseball. His playmates literally could 
not speak Marvin's language 

I did not relate to other children,” says Hewitt, who presently 
turned to reading psychology textbooks in an effort to understand 
himself and his differences with his father. “I was an isolate.” When 
at 12 he came upon a popularized version of Einstein’s theory, Mar- 
vin again was overwhelmed by mathematics and physics. “It gave me 
a synoptic perspective of my universe.” One day, when he had to 
give a talk in school, Marvin discussed relativity. Class and teacher 
listened, utterly mystified. 

Marvin was not much of a student. Schoolwork bored him and at 
17 he quit high school without his diploma. A half dozen confused, 
deeply unhappy years followed. He yearned to go to college and study 
mathematics and physics. Instead, a husky, brawny boy who had once 
passed through a phase of body-building and weight-lifting, he ob- 
tained a succession of heavy-labor jobs in factories and freight yards. 
A Philadelphia newspaper held contests offering cash prizes for the 
best solution to social dilemmas. Marvin entered and won a dozen 
checks. He explains, “I suddenly grew cognizant that in addition to 
having mathernatical ability Twas high verbal type.” 

When World War II broke out and the Army rejected him, he got 
a civilian job with the Signal Corps. “It was boring as aitch,” says 
Hewitt, who does not use profanity, liquor, tobacco or coffee but has 
a weakness for candy bars. He was working as a warehouseman when 
one day he scanned the want ads and read fafa new military school in

need of an eighth-grade teacher, Hewitt today cannot account very 
intelligently for what happened next; apparently he felt an over- 
whelming desire to teach. He answered the advertisement, describing 
himself as Marvin Hewitt, Temple University undergraduate. He got 
a job teaching eighth-grade arithmetic, geography and history. 


Through the magic door 


N his first day as teacher, facing the class, he felt nervous and 

uncertain as to how he could control the mischievous boys. Then 
he found himself being looked up to, and his personality unfolded 
like a bud in the spring sun. Nervousness ended. Thus at 23 Hewitt 
walked through a magic door from a dark world of hopelessness and 
frustration into the brigh nshine of power and prestige. For the 
first time in his life Hewitt felt confident and at home. 

Camp Hill Military Academy folded at the end of the spring term, 
but Hewitt was content. He had undergone a rewarding experience; he 
had become Instructor Marvin Hewitt. And why need he stop there? 

Hewitt returned to the library. But this time, in addition to seeking 
out volumes on quantum mechanics, he studied college catalogs, with 
their brief biographies of faculty members. He selected a name he 
liked and boldly used it in applying for a summer job as aerodynam- 
icist at an aircraft factory. Aerodynamics, the study of airflow over 
an object’s surfaces, is almost all complex mathematics, and Hewitt 
had no trouble getting or holding the job. But he had chosen the 
name of a man so prominent that after a month he knew he could not 
escape discovery. He quit and went back to the library. 

‘That summer, devoting himself to study, Hewitt developed theo- 
retically the concept of the tiring of light as well as a new sepreach 
to cosmology which derived space out of time (Einstein accepted 
space and time as separate basic entities). The light-tiring concept 
has been advanced by other scientists and Hewitt does not claim he

arrived at it first or is entitled to any credit for it. But he does c 
he arrived at the idea independently, without knowledge of the work 
done by others. 

That same summer he met a girl friend of his brother Edward, a 
tall, grave, dark-eyed girl named Estelle. Soon it was he and not 
Edward who was taking Estelle out. 

Toward the end of the summer Hewitt called nearby colleges, ask- 
ing if they needed a physics teacher. When he called the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy and Science, Professor Robert N. Jones, acting 
head of the physics department, asked, “Who is calling?” ‘Julius 
Ashkin of Columb ia,”” replied Hewitt confidently. It was a name he 
had found in a Columbia University catalog and he liked the sound 
of it. The real Ashkin was about his age, had had a promising career 
at Los Alamos and the Argonne National Laboratory and was about 
to start teaching at the University of Rochester. As Ashkin, Hewitt 

was hired as a part-time instructor at the same $1,750 a year he had 
received for teaching grammar school students. “Did they take 
advantage of me!” he remarks, 

The pharmacy college then had less than 300 students and Hewitt 
taught calculus, college algebra and trigonometry. If his experience 
at the military school had been a warm encouragement, teaching at 
the College of Pharmacy was a sharp pleasure. The very college stu- 
dents he once envied now listened to him with envious respect as he 
demonstrated his flair for mathematics by doing calculus in his head. 
That wide-eyed admiration was heady wine. 

Hewitt realized he ought to know something of Ashkin’s past; this 
led him to the discovery that he could write to a university and for 
one dollar have a transcript of anyone’s academic record mailed to 
him wherever he asked. Knowing the details of Ashkin’s academic 
life gave Hewitt confidence. 

He needed it. Among other things he had to supervise laboratory 
work in physics, and he had had no laboratory experience at all. He 
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managed to bluff his way through. Teaching itself’ never caused 
Hewitt trouble, then or later. “Intellectually, it was like clerk- 
ing,” he says. “They gave me a copy of the textbook to be used 
and told me how much I was to cover during a semester. I mapped 
lessons and just tried to cover each lesson in a cl 
For a man who had spent part of the summer pondering 
a modification of Einstein’s theory, algebra presented no difficulty, 
When the de ntal examinations 
were given, his classes scored as well as 
other te 

But he had some close shaves in his 
masquerade. On the street one day 
father he met one of his 
“Hello, Doctor Ashkin,” the 
boy called out. Hewitt, terrified, walked 
past without a glance, but he felt the 
puzzled eyes of both student and fu- 
ture father-in-law on him. One day he 
and Estelle were in the public library 
when he suddenly met another phar- 
macy school faculty member. Hewitt 
waited with bated Breath for the other 
man to address him as Ashkin, In five 
minutes’ conversation the man never 
called him by name. Occasionally stu- 
dents (with whom Hewitt always got 
along well) came to the house and 
asked for “Doctor Ashkin.” Hewitt 
herded them inside as quickly as pos- 
sible so they would not be overheard 
by neighbors, then got rid of them Only his mother knew he 
was working under the name of Ashkin.) 

One day toward the end of the school year “Doctor Ashkin” 
sent word that there had been a death in the family and he would 
be absent from classes for several days. Later he confided to fellow 
faculty members that actually he had eloped. That was a lie. There 
had indeed been a death in the family. His father and another 
officer had both been shot and killed iy a car thief and for several 
days the home and family of the hero police sergeant were be- 
sieged by photographers and reporters. Hewitt lived through a 
double torment: of sorrow over his father and of fear that his 
picture might be taken and his second identity disclosed. He 
evaded the photographers successfully. 

By spring Hewitt was eager to get out of Philadelphia where 
exposure threatened on every street corner. He also wanted the 
salary to which he felt Julius Ashkin, or a reasonable facsimile, 


AT 3 Marvin was already a 
cheerful, bright-eyed though 
slightly droopy-drawered boy. 
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“We're not frightened,” said Royal 
executives, as United States Testing 
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stock model Royal Portable. 
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was entitled, He began writing distant colleges. Dr. Charles R. 
Sattgast, president of Bemidji State Teachers College in Minnesota, 
replied and Hewitt sent him a copy of Ashkin’s transcript (He had 
had photostats made). Growing in technique, he threw in the 

“Christie Engineering Company” of Philadelphia as a reference 
after first getting letterheads printed in that name. Then, as Rob- 
ert Christie, proprietor of a small engineering concern, he engaged 
a secretarial service to take care of his mail and messages. In due 
time the Christie Engineering Company received an inquiry from 
Dr. Sattgast as to the qualifications of their physicist, Julius Ash- 
kin, Hewitt sent back a glowing testimonial for Ashkin and signed 
it Robert Christie. He got the job, and at $4,000 a year. 

He told Estelle that he had a job in Minnesota but that he had 
taken some degrees in someone else’s name and thus must teach 
under that name. He also told her that he wanted to marry her. 
Estelle had just graduated from high school; before the summer 
was over they married and went to Chicago on a honeymoon from 
which they continued on up to Bemidji. For Hewitt those day- 
coach trips were wonderful. A city boy whose past had been bound 
by the grimy streets of lower-middle-class Philadelphia, they gave 
him the first sense of the bigness and beauty of the U.S. Beside 
him was the girl he loved; ahead of him stretched a bright fu- 
ture, even though, technically speaking, it was someone else’s. 

At Bemidji, a placid little college in the heart of Minnesota's 
hunting and fishing country Hewitt was the only physicist in the 
department and felt safe. He taught 16 hours a week in painfully 
simple subjects, analytical and solid geometry, college algebra and 
physies. Occasionally he appeared as speaker at town group meet- 
Tip ,italling about atoraia energy’ or the:atom bomb, Ha beughiia 
car and began to enjoy life. 

There were minor vexations. Sattgast had attended Columbia, 
so as a fellow Columbian Hewitt-Ashkin had to bone up on the 
faculty, campus and surrounding streets on Morningside Heights. 
stelle’s folks wanted very much to drive up and visit the 
newlyweds. Hewitt, after nervously pondering the considerable 
risk in so small a town, had dared to rent a post office box under 
his own name so Estelle’s unsuspecting family could write her as 
Mrs. Hewitt, but he had to beg his wife to stall off their visit until 
the academic year would end. 


College students bore him 


IEACHING undergraduates soon began to bore him, and he 
wanted to get into a university where he could associate with 
minds he regarded as more equal to his own, In gauging the mag- 
nitude of Hewitt’s achievement it is important to differentiate 
between Hewitt, the mere masquerader, and Hewitt, the able, pos- 
sibly brilliant, theoretical physicist. Hewitt misrepresented himself 
‘ta job teaching because there seemed no other way and, to 
n, teaching was the fulfillment of his whole existence (“I have 
a compulsion to teach”). But once he had obtained the job Hewitt 
performed honorably and well. He could do that because he knew 
his subject, especially in its most advanced aspects. a la 
cs and associated fields are not areas in which it is possible for an 
impostor, even briefly, to parrot something learned by rote (like 
memorizing a Latin conjugation) or to get by on vague generalities 
(such as “interpreting” Browning's poetry). Hewitt, as time went 
on, worked and discussed top-level physics with veterans in the 
field. He experienced occasional agonies that his hoax might be 
discovered. But he never doubted his ability to hold his own in- 
tellectually with anyone, including Einstein, whom he once sought 
to meet on a vacation trip to Princeton 
That spring Hewitt got out his Christie letterheads and began 
writing universities. When he received an encouraging reply from 
Dr. Alfred H. Weber of the physics department of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, Hewitt underwent an eestasy of terror and hope. Unfor- 
tunately the real Ashkin was making a name for himself (“I 
gather that he is one of the best nuclear physicists in the coun- 
try.” says Hewitt with understandable complacency) and about 
the time Weber asked Hewitt to come down to St. Louis as Ashkin 
the real Ashkin published a noteworthy paper in the Physical Re- 
view which naturally listed him as a member of the faculty of the 
University of Rochester. Weber asked for a personal interview 
and Hewitt, alarmed that he might have noticed the Rochester 
reference, declined on the ground that he could not get away. 
Finally he was hired by mail, at a pleasant $4,500 a year, plus 
several hundred dollars more for teaching a summer-school course. 
To Hewitt, teaching at St. Louis University was enormously 
satisfying from what could loosely be described as the profes- 
sional point of view. “We offered the Ph.D. degree there,” says

he with pride. He taught only 10 hours a week, mainly graduate 
courses, and gave courses in nuclear physics, statistical mechan 
thermodynamics and tensor analysis, part of the mathematic 
basis of the theory of relativity. His students liked him, although 
a few complained his material did not seem very well organi: 
and his colleagues respected him, although they occasionally no- 
ticed odd gaps in his knowledge of the most basic physics. But 
these aberrations, as well as his inability to drive his car skillfully 
and a juvenile enthusiasm for science fiction, were readily ex- 
Theoretical physicists are a breed apart, more at home in 
rth dimension than on a four-lane highway, and “Ash- 
onal vagueness surprised no one. 

Of course there were narrow pes. Another professor at St. 
Louis went occasionally to the Argonne National Laboratory at 
Chicago to do research work. Once he returned and told Hewitt 
that he had run into an old friend of his—a man who had worked 
with Ashkin at Los Alamos. Hewitt broke into a cold sweat over 
what might come out next.

Close call 


(OWARD the end of the year, fearful of staying longer at St 
Louis even though he was about to get an 
ship, Hewitt once more began writing other univel 
received a cordial invitation from the University of Utah. ‘This was 
a high-water mark in his career. Utah unrolled its red carpet for 
brilliant young Julius Ashkin. He was met at the Salt Lake City 
airport, provided with a room in the city’s best hotel, interviewed 
deferentially by the president of the university, entertained and 
driven about the city. Utah liked Ashkin and checked his refer- 
ences with a view to hiring him. In the secrecy of his hotel room 
Hewitt waited trembling for exposure. “They can’t miss nailing me 
now,” he quavered. They did, though. They called Los Alamos, 
Argonne and Columbia, and all agreed that Julius Ashkin was an 
adornment to any faculty. They did not call Rochester, where a 
duplicate Ashkin would instantly have been detected. 
When they talked about money before he returned to St. Louis, 
Hewitt demanded a salary commensurate with his dignity. A few

days later Utah telegraphed it would pay him $5,800 a year, and, 
since this was higher than the university’s scale for associate 
professor, a title which Hewitt expected, it would make him a full 
professor. Hewitt accepted. In a year he had moved from assistant 


to full professor, a promotion which normally takes 10 years. At 
Rochester the genuine Ashkin was still a mere assistant professor. 


But back at St. Louis, saying his goodbys (and covering his trail 
by telling everyone he was going to General Electric at $10,000 a 
year), Hewitt learned one cost oft ‘masquerading. He had made some 
warm friends at St. Lo Now, shaking hands, he knew that 
sooner or later they must discover the man they knew and re- 
spected was an impostor. He was saying goodby forever, a bitter 
knowledge that he could not share with anyone. 

At Salt Lake City, Hewitt’s remarkable luck became fantastic. 
In checking on him'the university was assured by a dean at Colum- 
bia that there had ac ‘tually been two Ashkins there, one of whom 
was somewhere in the Midwest. If Hewitt needed anything to in- 
sure him against discovery by a chance remark, that seemed to 
be it. He taught a mere six hours a week and graduate students 
only. But one uneasy thing happened. Hewitt and Professor Leon 
B, Linford, head of the physics department, went down into a base- 
ment office one day to see about an office for the newcomer. “Give 
Doctor Ashkin a nice office,” Linford directed a girl clerk good- 
humoredly. "Dr. Ashkin!” she cried. “Why, don’t you remember 
me?” Hewitt broke out in a cold sweat. He mumbled something 
and maintained his bearing for he had | long since learned the value 
of playing a bluff out to its very end. "I was a secretary in the 
optics school at Rochester,” the girl went on. ‘I often talked to 
you on the telephone.” “Oh, yes, of course,” he said. But as they 
left he saw the girl staring at him. 

When nothing further happened, he dismissed it from his mind. 
Then a couple of weeks later he received a letter addressed to “Dr. 
Julius Ashkin (?).”” 

The envelope bore the insignia of the University of Rochester. 
Hewitt almost fainted.

a letter from the real Julius Ashkin. He wrote that, 
1 as it seemed, he had learned that someone was imper- 
sonating him at other universities. Besides requesting that the 
masquerade stop, he wrote, ‘Let me assume that you are versed in 
theoretical physics and that you are fundamentally a decent man. 
I should then be willing to hel; Ip you to relieve ourself of what 
must have become an almost unbearable burden. It is on these 
assumptions that I have decided not to take any immediate steps 
to notify any university offic 

But despite Ashkin’s marvelous gentleness the sky had fallen 
in on Hewitt. There followed several days of panic. Then he 
was summoned to the office of University President A. Ray 
Olpin and there told that the university had information he was 
an impostor. At first Hewitt denied that with spirit. They showed 
him a letter of proof; Hewitt was so shaken he does not know 
to this day who wrote it (It was from a Rochester faculty mem- 
ber). Finally, pale and trembling, he muttered, “Let me have a 
minute . , . this is important . . . I must think.” Then he looked 
up at Olpin. “My name is really Hewitt,” he said. “Marvin Hewitt. 
I come from Philadelphia.” It seemed incredible, even to himself. 
He really was only Marvin Hewitt. Then he began the long story: 
“T was a very precocious child . . .” and as he did, he once again 
became the graceless, misunderstood youngster of Olney High 
School. Hewitt could have wept. 

The affair was kept quiet out of respect and pity for him, rather 
than of fear of ridicule for the university; the few fac ulty mem- 
bers who learned of it chuckled at how they had been hoodwinked. 
Since impersonation of a nuclear physicist could conceivably in- 
volve national security, Hewitt was asked to stay in Salt Lake City 
until he was cleared by the FBI. That took 10 days during which 
the Utah faculty generously drew up and offered him his choice of 
two humane plans. Either he could stay on at Utah as a research 
fellow and legitimately (and probably quickly) earn the degrees he 
had usurped or, if that embarrassed him, he could tran fer to an- 
other university and get his degrees there. But Hewitt was in no 
condition to weigh such things, just as he had no clear idea as to 
how he had been detected. His luck had simply run out; in the 
space of a month a number of people both at Utah and Rochester 
had suddenly noticed and questioned discrepancies in letters and 
conversations about the work and whereabouts of Julius Ashkin. 
Even Weber back at St. Louis had started a belated investigation 
into who it was that had taught physics there.

{ ed him, Hewitt could not get out of town fast enough. 
He slunk back to Philadelphia and his mother’s, a beaten man. 

One of the friends Hewitt had made at Utah was Richard Thom- 
as, a young astrophysicist. Thomas subsequently wrote Harlow 
Shapley, the world-famous Harvard astronomer, about Hewitt. 
Shapley became interested in Hewitt’s curious attainments, met 
him at the Century Club in New York, explored his intellect and 
then began arranging a meeting between him and J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer, Director of the Institute of Advanced Study at Princeton, 
That had been Hewitt’s mecea for years. But Hewitt, haunted by 
the thought of public exposure and unaware of the direction of 
Shapley’s efforts in his behalf, presently begged Shapley not to 
proc ceed in the matter and settled down to a life of private ignominy 
in Philadelphia, supported by his and Estelle’s famili

N Fayetteville he had one really hair-raising expe Hewitt 
always lived his parts avidly and had an odd sensitivity to the 
names he adopted. He had liked Ashkin’s; he came to hate “George.” 


One day he was thumbing through magazines in a drugstore 
waiting for a psychology teacher whom he knew when the psychol- 
ogist called him by his first name. Hewitt did not notice. The ps) 

chologist continued calling—“George! George! GEORGE!" —loud- 
er and louder as he walked toward Hewitt. It was not until he was

Later on when the psychologist and his wife were visiting the 
Hewitts, the wife asked if she could see Estelle’s wardrobe.

The lesson 


IHIS may be as good a place as any to point out that the ease 

with which Hewitt obtained these jobs fills him with indigna- 
tion, The unquestioning acceptance of a transcript and careless 
checking of references is, in his fairly expert opinion, a universal 
weakness throughout the U.S. higher educational system. When he 
considers what might have happened to a great many people had he 
made medicine or surgery his field, he shudders. He earnestly ad- 
vises university authorities to check photographs and academic 
records of job applicants directly with the schools involved. 

At the Maritime College history repeated itself with one differ- 
ence. That was that Hewitt, like the rest of the faculty, wore a 
species of Navy officer’s uniform, with the result that today he is 
under the vague impression that he served a hitch in the New 
York State Navy. He taught with fair success, although as else- 
where there were complaints that Hewitt talked over the studen 
heads. (By now he was completely bored by the ordinary college 
subject matter.) He also eatatifehied a reputation for being un- 
usually absent-minded, even for a professor.

The list so impressed Hewitt that he resigned his job at the 
Maritime College and began a campaign to crash technical industry. 
He received a stunning surprise. Industry was far tougher than 
teaching to crash. Most of the fields in which he wanted to work 
were highly classified and thus required security clearance. This 
involved birth certificates, fingerprints, photographs and other 
unreasonable demands. Hewitt knew he could not face that kind of 
investigation. Besides, the questionnaire carried a warning that 
misrepresentation would subject the applicant to penalties. 

After spending some months trying to find a large legitimate 
company that might be fooled by a letter from the Christie En- 
gineering Company, Hewitt gave up and became Kenneth P. Yates, 
an Ohio State University Ph.D. in physic 
obtained a midyear appointment to teach at the University of New 
Hampshire i in Durham at $4,500 a year.

giving Overman a passing grade might not buy his silence about 
whatever he knew (an unfair inference, since the subject never 
was discussed between them). Hewitt, however, has always taken 
pride in his profession, even though he did not belong to it. He 
sturdily flunked Overman and went home to Hempstead to help 
Estelle pack their belongings for the move to Durham. Shortly 
after the final examinations Overman went to the faculty with 
his suspicions. 

When Professor Scott’s long-distance call summoned him, Hew- 
itt returned to Durham alone, admitted everything as usual (“I 
always do all I can to straighten things out”) and, as usual, quietly 
resigned. But, not as usual, the story this time leaked out. A month 
after he left Durham, Hewitt found himself and his career in the 
newspapers, described spectacularly but incompletely since up to 
now he has never told any one person the whole stoi 

Today in retrospect some of the college authorities he fooled like 

to feel they were suspicious of Hewitt all along. They say his lec- 
tures were not well organized (to be expected in a man who had 
never even heard a college lecture until he started giving them), 
that he led a rather secretive life, that they wondered why he al- 
ways dodged being photographed for college annuals. But they also 
are astounded to learn that he is not a Ph.D., an academic degree 
for which Hewitt has the warmest contempt. (“American schools 
are full of men living on their Ph.D.s. They’re not scholars any 
more—they don’t continue with research or study. They just col- 
lect their salary.”) 
Actually, wherever he taught Hewitt was accepted as able at 
st, and in a number of institutions he was regarded as brilliant. 
“Just about all I know about the atom bomb, I learned from Ash- 
kin,” said one college president, referring to Hewitt Harlow Shap- 
ley has
